Avenol, League 
Secretary, Quits 


Resignation May Be Death 
Sentence for G eneva 
Organization 


GENEVA, July 26 — (A P) — 
Joseph A. C. Avenol, Frenchm an 
who has been secretary-general 
of the League of Nations since 
July 1, 1933, announced his resig­ 
nation today, stating the “reali­ 
ties” of the present tim es made 
his office no longer necessary. 
Thus CK'enol signed w hat may 
well be the form al death sentence 
of the league as a political body— 
a death it has been dying steadily 
since 1932, w hen Japan’s arm ies 
w ent into M anchuria. 
Avenol subm itted his resigna­ 
tion last night in a telegram sent 
to the governm ents of the league’s 
m em ber states. 
Stating that until Septem ber, 
1936, when he visited Prem ier 
Mussolini at Rome, he had be­ 
lieved “certain inevitable reform s 
would enable the league x x x to 
regroup the forces which w ere 
moving aw ay from it,” Avenol’s 
wire declared the duties of his 
office no^/ no longer justify m ain- 


m any, Italy and 
a num ber of 
sm aller states quit the league. 
The league failed to bring peace 
in the C hinese-Japanese war, the 
Italian-Ethiopian 
w ar 
and 
the 
Spanish civil w ar. and didn’t try 
seriously to save Albania, Austria, 
Czechoslovak ia or Poland.

SILLY AND HOT 


i y TAYBE it's the heat, but that statement p ro- 
..V .. mulgatcd for a p onference of chamber of 
commerce rep resentativ es in Kansas City , which 
attracted President R. D. Latsch and General 
Manager Harry J. Krusz of the Lincoln chamber 
of commerce, is silly . 
Rep resentativ es of the business organizations 
are meeting there, it said, because the national gov ­ 
ernment has “sip honed" industry away from the 
midwest section of the United States. 
Quite to the contrary , for instance: 
1. This p resent national administration is the 
only national administration that has shown ev en 
the slightest concern for the middle west. 
2. Through the farm p rogram, and through 
p ublic works the national gov ernment has done 
more to dev elop the middle west in the last 
sev en and a half y ears than was done in fifty 
y ears p receding. It has p oured out hundreds of 
millions of dollars for p ermanent imp rov ements 
and dev elop ments here. 
3. Industry established its own foundations in 
the Ohio v alley , in the north Atlantic states, and 
m New England y ears ago. The industrial centers 
there p romp tly gained control of gov ernment — 
p romp tly gouged the middle west through high in­ 
terest rates, through unfair freight rates, and 
through a p unishing p olicy of the high p rotectiv e 
tariff. 
The business men of the middle west—not all 
of them—but the majority of them—through their 
chamber of commerce organizations hav e p ermitted 
themselv es to be p lay ed for suckers by the indus- 
tiial and financial leadership which dominates the 
affairs of the United States chamber of commerce. 
They hav e been highly critical of the only national 
administration that did any thing of p ractical v alue 
for the middle west. Now the latest is to charge 
the national gov ernment with “sip honing" industry 
out of the middle west. If there is any basis for 
such a charge the matter of freight rates, and of 
other factors which enter into the cost of selling 
merchandise might be looked into. The national 
gov ernment had nothing to do with locating ship ­ 
y ards along the seacoasts, or selecting as the sites 
for factories p roducing munitions of war the same 
region. In this defense p rogram as a matter of na­ 
tional safety some of the factories should be located 
in the heart of this country away from the sea­ 
board. It doesn’t strengthen the ap p eal for such 
action to fall back up on p rejudice instead of 
intelligence.

' 'F HUNDREDS of nazi bombing and combat 
• ■ p lanes ranged ov er the British Isles Thursday , 
as indicated in the news rep orts, write it down on 
the cuff they took a deadly toll. 
It isn’t feathers those air raiders are shower­ 
ing up on British cities and towns, British country ­ 
sides, British harbors and forts, British air fields, 
and British factories p roducing the munitions of 
war. They are hurling tons of deadly ex p losiv es 
up on British soil, with more or less destructiv e 
effect which naturally the newsp ap er reader can­ 
not ex p ect to be rev ealed because p ublication would 
bare v ital military information. 
It gets doiATi to a game of endurance—how long 
and how effectiv ely the nazi air forces can hand 
it out—how long and how effectiv ely the British 
can defend themselv es—and most of all how long 
civ ilian p op ulation in Britain can stand up under 
p unishment. 
That 
p unishment 
is 
rep resented 
p oorly by the fig ure setting forth the number of 
dead and wounded in these air raids. There is 
the matter of broken rest nightly , of taut nerv es, 
of continual v ii^lance and alertness to be weighed. 
There are the scarred cities and the torn country ­ 
side. Finally there is the torture of anx iety on the 
p art of the elders for the safety and security of 
the children. 


"T WAS announced mid-week by British war 


cabinet officials that more than a quarter of a 
million children had been remov ed from the streets 
of congested London to a safer hav en, undesig­ 
nated, in the most op en country the crowded isles 
afford. 
Right now p art of the nazi camp aign has 
been to inaugurate terror among the British in 
the hop e of insp iring a British p lea for p eace by 
p resenting the menace which threatens the lives 
of British children. That is an ap p eal difficult to 
withstand. The men and women of the British 
Isles can take whatev er comes to them but the 
natural instincts of p arenthood make it doubly 
difficult when it is realized that ev ery air raid is 
a p otential threat against British children and the 
heav y loss of life among British y outh. 
Under the circumstances in the last fortnight 
the British hav e made a gallant, courageous fight 
of it. They liav e been outnumbered so cruelly in 
the air. Not infrequently the ratio has been as 
high as ten to one, and y et the British air force 
has giv en an amazing account of itself. 
It has 
asked no quarter, although outnumbered in p lanes 
and men, and it has met Germany in the air 
with a disp lay of brav ery seldom if ev er equalled.

Mad dog scares are like to be 
p rev alent just now, although they 
may occur any time of y ear. Nat­ 
urally it is a time of great emo­ 
tional stress and calm common- 
sense is at a p remium. 
Rabies is not a v ery contagious 
disease for man 
anil 
there are 
p lenty of records of humans hav ­ 
ing been bitten, taken no treat­ 
ment, and 
nev er 
hav ing dev el­ 
op ed the disease. 
A v aluable re­ 
p ort from Birmingham, Alabama, 
shows that negroes are quite in­ 
different about it and seldom ap ­ 
p ly for treatment, and y et there 
hav e been no deaths from rabies 
for fiv e y ears in Birmingham, 
The germ of rabies gets into the 
saliv a and hence the mouth of a 
rabid animal is alway s full of the 
contagious 
matter. 
When 
the 
dog bites another animal or a 
human being the v irus is carried 
into the wound and is carried by 
the blood stream to the nerv ous 
sy stem. 
The animal in the later 
stages is p araly zed 
and 
seldom 
bites, but the saliv a may be slob­ 
bered in a cut or scratch on the 
hand. 
To the Vet. 
The most imp ortant thing to do 
after an animal 
has 
bitten or 
otherwise infected a human being

T y p i cal 
changes in the 
nerv ous 
sy stem 
can be seen under the microscop e 
—the so-called negri bodies. Un­ 
less the animal is p rep ared and 
ex amined there is no basis what­ 
ev er for arriv ing at a judgment 
of whether 
p rev entiv e 
inocula­ 
tion should be done or not. 
For actual bites or scratches 
made by the teeth or claws, treat­ 
ment is alway s adv isable. In the 
case of bites abov e the shoulders 


or multip le lacerations treatm ent 
should be begun immediately and 
can be di.scontinued if the animal 
p rov es not to be rabid. For most, 
howev er, it is usuall.v safe to de­ 
lay treatm ent until a 
definite 
diagnosis can be made. 
When 
children hav e had intimate con­ 
tact with an animal that later be­ 
comes rabid, treatm ent is adv is­ 
able ev en if no op en sore or bite 
is p resent. 
Judgment Difficult. 
Treatment is not adv ised fol­ 
lowing contamination of old cuts, 
sores or abrasions; “p inches" in 
which the skin is broken but the 
clothing neither torn nor p ene­ 
trated; 
handling, 
eating 
with, 
sleep ing with or Hissing any ani­ 
mal which is liv ing fourteen day s 
from the time of such contact; 
bites from fleas from rabid ani­ 
mals. 
The cases where judgment is 
difficult are nerv ous p eop le who 
hav e an ex aggerated dread of 
rabies and who hav e done no 
more than handle the rop e of the 
animal which afterwards 
went 
rabid. 
For such cases it is best 
to acquiesce and give the treat­ 
ment. 
Comp lete reliance on the effec­ 
tiv eness of anti-rabies v accine is 
nev er justified, and cauterization 
of wounds made by the animal, 
with strong nitric acid, is neces- 
.sary .
